If this im­ 
mense rock should full, we should he confined 
in tiiis dungeon forever, as this scents to be 
the key to this part of Hie cave. 
Next comes 
4 Buchanan’s way.’ socalled from the fact 
that James did not have to turn his head; we 
did. 
Here is ‘Grecian bend alley," and if you 
will look ahead, you will see the whole party 
have got it quito bad. 
No need of new spajiers 
just now. 
We are now passing through “phal 
man’s misery," the worst place iii the whole 
cave for navigation. 
It is about twelve inches 
wide, aud if a “six footer” should stand up­ 
right he would be about four feet iii the solid 
rock. 
We are once more happy, as we have 
reached “great relief,” mid such a relief w here 
we can again stand upright and seem like hu­ 
man beings. 
We soon arrive at “bacon 
chamber," resembling a thousand and one 
hams and shoulders, hanging up.

The New Postal Law. 


Tile new law just passed makes some impor­ 
tant changes in existing postal regulations. 
The most important is the authorization of 
one-cent postal cards for correspondence or 
printed circulars, similar to those which were 
introduced in Great Britain nearly two yearn 
ago, und are now in use in nearly all Euro­ 
pean countries. 
The house provided in the 
bill for cards with a palier flap to cover and 
conceal the writing. The senate changed this 
to an open can!. 
In conference committee 
Hie style of the card was left to the discretion 
of the postmaster-general, who pretors the 
open cards, aud will tinier that kind ouly to 
be manufactured. 
The face of the card wbl 
bear a one cent stamp, and will be provided 
with lines for the address, and the back will 
be ruled for the letter. 
The; price of the card 
and stamp will be only one cent. It will prob-

628, of the laws of 1*37, which give* the wife 
of a husband who is an habitual drinker the 
right to serve a notice 0:1 any dealer of intoxi­ 
cating liquors, forbidding the sale or the giv­ 
ing of such liquor to lier husband, for the 
space of six months. 
The plaintiff served

fendant, wlio rims a hotel at Glilad KI pt, the 
interpretation of which is slippery place, and 
claims that within tin six months Cur on sol I 
or gave lier husband liquor. 
She how sues to 
recover the $30 penalty allowed by law. 
Tim nmutter of witnesses were inexhaustible. 
Thirteen were calili by the plaintiff, nearly 
ail of whom were young men. 
These tes­ 
tified that Hunk 
had either “hooked" Iii* 
liquor, or it had litten given to him tty them. 
Three women were culled as witnesses, who 
testifl<‘d to a lot of tea gossip concerning the 
private affairs of Hank aud the plaintiff, Iii* 
wife.
